RETAILERS T O RESIST 
B U R D E N S 
The Illinois Federation ot Retail Associations was 
organized a lew 
days ago. 
Retailers have heen or­ 
ganized m any years in all principal citi* - of this state, 
hu t largely for local pu rposes. 
Sonic have fu nctioned 
mainly as credit organizations. 
Associations of com­ 
merce more recently have institu ted retailers’ sections 
in the interest of increase of trade. 
The new organ iza­ 
tion will consider su ch su b jects as arc common to all local 
associations, and the immediate interest is in legislation. 
Heretofore retailers have joined to present 
their 
cases on su ch legislation as pertained to b u lk sales, ga r ­ 
nishee, and installment selling. 
Now they feel the nec­ 
essity of laying b efore legislators the retailers’ side of 
the tax qu estion. 
The tax qu e>ton arises primarily with the program 
of spending. 
It is a chronic ailment of popu lar govern 
fcnent that the people first demand the spending and 
then resist the paying. 
In present circu mstances the spending has 
b een 
done. 
Not all done, b u t so mu ch done that it is too late 
to b egin to resist at that end. 
Now the qu estion on 
every hand is as to w hat b u sinesses shall c arry the b u r­ 
den of the paying. 
It ou ght to b e generally u nderstood b y this time 
tha t the individu al does the paying. 
The tax may a p ­ 
pe a r to b e laid on the corporations or u pon the rich, 
b u t finally it lands aw ay down low am ong the people. 
Am ong the people, then, it is passed down to the ones 
who can pass it no farther. 
Most of the b u rden finally 
goes to the land. 
In this process of collecting the tax, it is possib le to j 
overb u rden one indu stry or another ou t of line with the 
v hole. 
For years the real estate carried state and other 
Jocal taxes. 
Then there was a wave of income taxes 
and inheritance taxes. 
Now 
that 
the 
spending 
has 
gone far b eyond that, the retailer lias b een made the tax 
collector. 
He doesn’t like it. 
In the annou ncem ent of the formation of this fed ­ 
eration, is the following; 
“ Two things connected with the federation are of 
more than ordinary interest to the general pu b lic: 
“ First, it b rings together b oth Chicago and down- 
state representatives of a powerfu l arm ot indu stry and 
thu s aids materially in cu tting down the b u gab oo of po­ 
litical friction b etw een Chicago and downstair. 
“ Second, it really provides a “ b rea k ” for the con­ 
su mer, inasmu ch as it will comb at the piling on ot more 
and more u seless taxes which can only b e reflected in 
tiie higher n e t of merchandise b ou ght b y the consu mer. 
“ The press mav also find something significant in 
the fact tn a t another important 
b ranch 
of 
indu stry 
at last has squ arely laced the issu e that it mu st project 
itself into the b u siness ot passing laws; not onl\ as a 
protection against other well-organized 
u nits desirou s 
of ‘pu tting the shoe oil some one el.se’s foot,’ b u t also 
as an advisory b ody working in harmony with those leg­ 
islators who vote not for political expediency b u t on the 
merits of any b ill."
